Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and 
Other  Diseases 

According  to  available  records,  1947  was  the  first 
year  in  which  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified.  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  85%  of  the  total  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified.  There  were  2 cases  of  acute- 
poliomyelitis  during  the  year.
